best balance wheel on any board 
is financial responsibility, and the 
ability of the taxpayer to pay 
should be measured before any 
program is mapped out, with mon- 
ey alloted in just proportions. 

(3) Boards with no financial re- 
sponsibility are subjected to too 
much pressure from outside groups, 
and are inclined to yield to these 
pressures. 

THE COUNTY ACT | 

The County Act was passed to 
correct some of the weaknesses in 
the present system. 

Under the Act the council of 
the county will have complete 
government responsibility in ma- 
jor decisions affecting municipal. : 


ity, school board and_ hospital; 
(2) It will have complete finan. 
cial responsibility for raising all | 


moneys required; (3) It will have 
complete administrative responsi- 
bility because it must approve the 
policies of municipal, educational 
und hospital committees. It will 
be able to treat all social services 
as being on the same basis of 
value to the public, or in the alter- 
native will be able to use tax 
moneys in the best interests of the 
people as a whole. It will be ina 
position to determine first the abil. 
ity of the taxpayer to pay.

provision that a vote is not taken 
till the plan has operated for four 
years, making reversion difficult. 
However, it will not be inaugurat- 
ed in any area unless elected rep- 
resentatives ask for it. It would 
appear that if an area is willing 
to try the scheme no harm would 
be done, and possibly the scheme 
would prove good, with others fol- 
lowing the example. 

(2) The Act provides for com- 
mittees to appoint other members 


to respective committees with 
power of elected members. This 
may make the machine too un- 


wieldy and not directly responsible 
enough to the people. Appointed 
members may tend to become more 
permanent than elected members, 
which is not democratic, I suggest 
instead of adding to committees 
in this way, experts in certain 
lines be employed as necessary 
but without voice in dictating poli 
cies. Road engineer, educational 
supervisor, business manager for 
hospitals, are suggestions, 

(3) The County Act — provides 
that appointment to various com- 
mittees be made from the elected 


council. But each committee must 
estimate its needs and submit 
them to the council as a whole for 
approval. When a candidate 1s 
elected to council he does not 
know What committee he mays 
serve on. It does not follow that 
a oman experienced in municipal 
matters would necessarily be a

In spite of repeated pleadings to 
stop burning combine stubble and 
straw, this expensive and destruc- 
tive practice still continues, With 
utter disregard of the erying need 
of most of our soils for fibre, for 
protection from wind and water 
erosion, farmers in many districts 
continue to apply a mateh and 
shrug off results with “It’s to heavy 
a crop to handle any other way.” 

In most cases a well adjusted 
tiller with sharp blades, and possi- 
bly added weight, will handle the 
straw of even heavy cereal crops.
